An Attorney Dofends Their Scruples —
Quakers and Their Bsiief — One Sure
Way of Avolding the Death Penalty
Suggested by a Local Lawyer.

Attorney B. C, Christy comes to the de-
fense of the juror with conscientious
scruples against the infliction of the death
penalty.  Mr. Christy argues that there are
men with convictions o strong against the
infliction of the denth penalty that they can-
not conscientionsly bring in a verdiet
of murder in the first degree,
no maiter what the evidenee
may be, and in consequence they eannot
conscientionsly do jury daoty in ecapital
cases, as they ecannot consent, even To-
motely, to &n act that would tend toward
the taking of human life.

Among Quakers, hie says, the objection to
taking human life under any cireumstances
Ins been tought from one generation to the
next until it has become ingrained in the
mental constitution of this sect. This train-
ing has gone on so long that it has become
almost hereditary.

Greorge H. Thurston also contends that s
man's eonscientions seruples on this subject
might bo so strong as to vewdor him unable
to ngree to a verdiet that entailed the death
penality, and vet the man not necessarily be
& moral cowand. &

{m the other hand, a minister of the
gospel runs the ease to the reductio ad ab-
suranm by asking if 4 man who suw a mmr.
der committed were called as a witness
whether he would be justified in refusing to
testify because ke did not think capital
ponishment right. A court would either
make such person testifv or punish him for
refusal. It will str ke the average person
that the witness whose testimony convieis
a person of murder in the first degree has
fully as much to do with his hanging, if he
be hanged, us the juror who assists to make
8 verdict according to the evidence sub-
mitted.

Attorney Frank W. Smith shggests a
plan for the punishment of murder that
might do away with the mawkish senti-
mentality which enables so many things to
prey on society with impunity. It is that
the punishment for murder in the first
degree be made imprisonment for life, with
no power to pardon resting anywhere ex-
cept in the case of evidence being discov-
ered to prove muocence or mitigating cir-
cumstances, Mr. Smith thinks that were
such the case, red-hauded murderers would
not entirely eseape, a8 even chicken-hearted
jurors might agree to imprisonment for life
us 8 penalty.

ANNIE FISH IS OUT.

The Girl Who So Frequently Puxzled the
Pollee Escapes From the Reform School
s Second Time—Has s Record In Pltts-

burg.

Annie Fish is out agnin. The girl who
for weeks bafiled the efforta of the police to
unravel the mysterr surrounding her
actions, escaped from the Morganza Eeform
School Iate Thursday night.  Her
recond in Pitisburg was a
notable  one. She  first made |ler
appearmnce here about 18 months ago, rid-
ing on a freight train from Franklin and at-
tired in bov's elothing. Several nights she
slept in Lawrenceviile stables and was
finally picked up, half starved, by a woman
and given proper attire. Alderman Me-
Nierney's wife seenred her a position with
a Butler sireet family. The girl told a
story of brutal treatment and was believed.
A few days Inter she feigned a tmnce, was
removed to the West Penn Hospital, where
physicians worked two days to bring her
about. She told half a dozen different
stories, all equally plaasible.

Then she dicapreared, but turned vp Inter
in Sharpsburg and Agent Deaw, ofthe Anti-
Crueliy Soviety, had her sent to Morgauza,
she escaped, leaving no trace of her where-
abonts, On January 12 last, the officers
nhout Central police station were surprised
to see her enter the offive.  Another pitiful
story was produoeed.  This time it was that
she had married & vonung Southsider, who
eraclly beat her and theu disappeared, leav-
ing her without a egent. Buat her reputs-
tion was too well known for any credence
to he placed in her story. She was held
over night and the next day was sent baok
te Morganza, where she has been up to her
last escupe.

The appearance of Annie Fish has always

roduced plenty of sympathy for her, She
ix 18 yoars of age, slight of fizure and
ful, with dark brown hair and beauntiful
blue eves. Her home is sup d to be at
il Ciry, thongh it hasnever been definitely
determined. The police sy she is slightly

A modest litfle entry tobe found in the
records of Common Pleas Conrt No. 1 con-
toins a kernel of wast interest to
tions especially, and to the public of this
State at large. It reads:

In the matter of the exceptions to the
bond of the Philadelphin Gas Company to
Mnry Ellen MeClinton, of Moon township,
the exceprions to the bond are sustained.

The case is this: The Philallelphia Gas
Company, in laying a 16-inch mwain from

‘Montour tothe Meeks gas field in Moon

township, attempted to go through the Me-
Clinton property without filing & bond, and
thereby became, in the opinion of the ex-
ceptant, o asser. The MeClinton fam-
ily objected when the company proposed to
file n bond, and did so, giving that of the
American Trust Company ss surety. This
did not satisfy Mary 'E!Fl.:n MeClinton, and
ehe econtinued to probe the matter. She
was represented by Attorney N. W. Shafer,
while Dalzell, Seott & Gordon appeared for
the company, and the case has just been
argued before Judge Stowe.

Mr. Shafer held that the act approved
June 23, 1885, did not govern the ease, and
on this act the company relied. Thisact is
one to ensble certain corporations to become
sole sureties for the taithful ormance of
a trust or duty, and Mr. r held that it
did nothing more, and did not give -
tions « right to give a bond of indemnity
for the condemnation of Tand. He eited the
act giving natural compnnies the right
of eminent domain, which, he held, ruled
the ease, This act requires that a company
exercising such right shall give bond with
sureties (not s sole su ) for tbe con-
demnation of land, and this view was taken
inan opinion by Judge Btowe sustgining
the exceptions to'the bond offered.

The meat in the decision is that millions
are involved, some co ions doing busi-
ness of the land condemnation kind to a
very grest extent under the aet of 1885
which, according to the ruling, will not
hold water, and the decision may have the
effect to greatly ecircumseribe the opera-
tions of some fidelity insurance companies.
A reading of the two acts is likely to con-

As
Jone as the weather keeps warm the gas will
hcﬁﬁ out, and as long as it lasts manufact-
urery will use it, and it would not make so
much difference whether we uugpwdcd
business or not.
